he gorddets of youth ; .Jaub 
from Junas Calar, aad Augult from Auguttus Cxefar Sep. 
Ottober, November and December, derive the:r 
names from Latin words, whichexprefs the numbers 7, 8, 
g and 10; becaufe thole four months food. in thar namerie 
The month of January 
was fo called, becaule it was dedicaed to Janus, to whole 
honor the Remans built a temple, the doors of which were 
opea in ume of war, but thu: in acime of umverfal peace, 
February was fo called trom Februns, a name of the infer. 
nai god, Pluto; forafinuch as twelve days in this month 
were annually fpent in facrifices to Pluto, i behalf of the 
ghotts of the dead. 

The names of the days of the week were alfo derived 
from a fimilar fource. Sunday was fo cailed, becaufe it 
was dedicated to the Sun; Monday was fo calied, becaufe 
it was dedicared to te goddefs Diana, orthe moon, Tuef- 
day according to Jobnton, is derived from Tay, the Saxon 
name of, Mats. Wednefday is derived from Wodin, or 
Odin, who was worfhiped in ancient Denmark.---Tharf- 
day is derived from the word Thor, which was ‘he Saxon 
name of Jupiter, or Jove, Fiiday is derived from the 
Saxon word Frigedag, which is fupp»led to have been the 
Venus of the ancient Saxons, SatusGay has taken its name 
from Sater, a Saxon idol. 

By reafon of the derivation of the names of the months 
of the year and days of the week from heathen gods and 
goddeffes, the people called Friends, or Quakers, have @ 
confcrutious objection againit ufing thefe wames.

We learn from Cap: Bool, of ihe thip Prote@tor, who 
arrived hereon Wedoefday in 35 days from Cadiz thai juft 
before he failed, he faw a lee, trom Mr. Simpfon Aime- 
rican Conful at Teueiers, who was then at Gibralrar, baving 
been driven out of the Emprror of Morecco’s domiaions ; 
aifo, an official circular note from Mr. Kirkpatrick, flaring, 
that on the 17. of June, two American veifels, (;he brigs 
Rofe, and Franklin, both belonging to Philadelphia) hod 
been captured in the Meduverrancan, off Cape Palace, by 
the Tiipolitan cruzers This information was officially 
communicated by Mr. Kirkpatrick, to Mr. Terry, the Ame- 
rican Vice Coului at Cadiz. In comfequence of the abrupt 
treaume at. which Mr Simpfon received, Commodore Mor- 
ris, of the United States frigate Chefapeake, proceeded to 
Tangiers, which place he jedicioufly blockaded. This 
meafore had a happy effc€t; for the Emperor foon recal- 
ded .Mi. Sompfon, and be was aftuatly cartied back to
